YWO somewhat similar operations are in progress on 
two widely separated fronts. These are the battles 
for the two bridgeheads— Tunisia and the Taman 

Peninsula. 

Both bridgeheads are,approximately of the same 
size and are garrisoned by about the 
same number of Axis troops. The “volume 
of fighting” is about the same in both 
cases. 

But here the similarity ends, because 

the terrain of both bridgeheads is differ- 

ent. Tunis and Bizerte are protected by craggy hills 
while Temriuk, Anapa and Tamanskaya are protected 
by the lagunes of the Kuban estuary and by endless 
tidal marshes covered with fall reeds which reach the 
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height of 12 feet. Novorossisk is protected by mountains.

PARAMARIBO, Dutch Guiana, April 19 (UP).—Lieut. Yes, all 
Tommy Harmon, former Michigan football star, saved him- 
self by bailing out of his falling plane and was rescued from 22 — 
the jungle by natives after wander -e 


ing for four days, it was revealed 
today. 

Harmon was brought to an army 
hospital here suffering from ex- 
posure but his condition was said to 
be satisfactory. 

Harmon and other members of 
the crew jumped by parachute from

BOOK-OF-THE-MONTH CLUB ig engaged in a 
pressure campaign to foist “The Fifth Seal,” an anti-
